63rd  Session  Shows  Capacity  Enrollment 


St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  Church  was 
filled  nearly  to  capacity  when  Dr.  Voigt 
R.  Cromer,  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  ad- 
dressed the  student  body  at  the  formal 
opening  of  the  college. 

Welcoming  the  students  at  this  sixty- 
third  session  of  the  college,  President  Cro- 
mer, in  his  address  listed  three  goals  that 
should  be  those  of  every  student:  "Sound 
Learning — the  ability  to  sift  half-truths 
from  truths,  nobleness  from  cheapness,  and 
good  from  bad." 

Mr.  James  C.  Barker,  member  of  the 
Hickory  City  Council,  presented  greet- 
ings from  the  mayor,  and  the  citizens  of 
Hickory.  The  Rev.  Albert  A.  Young, 
president  of  the  Hickory  Ministerial  As- 
sociation and  pastor  of  the  Viewmont  Bap- 
tist Church  brought  official  welcome  from 
the  churches  of  Hickory.  Robert  Trout- 
man,  student  body  president,  welcomed 
both  old  and  new  students  to  the  campus. 


820  Students  Now 
Attending  L  R. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  current 
school  year  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  totals 
820  according  to  a  recent  announcement 
by  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  president,  an  in- 
crease of  nine  over  September  1952,  and 
sixty-two  higher  than  the  enrollment  of 
758  for  the  second  semester  of  the  last  re- 
gular session. 

A  class  breakdown  this  year  shows: 
freshmen,  269;  sophomores,  188;  juniors, 
133;  seniors,  147;  one  year  business  stud- 
ents 37;  Saturday  school  students,  27;  and 
nineteen  special  students,  making  a  total 
of  820,  with  463  men  and  357  women  com- 
prising the  present  Student  Body. 

Among  the  total  registered  are  107  vet- 
erans. This  includes  twenty  world  war  II 
eterans  and  eighty -seven  veterans  of  the 
Korean  War.  This  same  number  was  re- 
gistered in  1952. 

Many  dormitory  students  could  not  be 
accepted  because  of  a  lack  of  housing  fa- 
cilities on  the  campus  and  in  Hickory. 


five  New  Professors 
Assumed  Duties  This  Fall 

Five  new  professors  were  added  to  this 
years  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty  staff.  Those 
departments  being  affected  were  the  Eng- 
lish and  dramatics,  foreign  languages,  eco- 
nomics, business  education,  and  athletic 
departments. 

Bradford  M.  Arrington  of  Greenville, 
South  Carolina  was  advanced  as  instructor 
in  the  English  department  with  a  bachelor 
of  Arts  degree.  During  the  past  summer 
he  was  associated  with  the  production  staff 
of  "Unto  These  Hills"  in  Cherokee,  North 
Carolina.  Professor  Arrington  replaces 
Mrs.  Pearl  S.  Deal. 

Professor  John  H.  Grier,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  Spanish  and  French  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  1951  has  returned  after  a  years 
absence  which  was  spent  doing  post  gra- 
duate work  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 
While  in  Virginia,  Professor  Grier  was  re- 
placed temporarily  by  Professor  Glenn 
Hudson  of  Hickory. 

Edsel  E.  Hoyle,  Lenoir  Rhyne  graduate 
of  1949,  was  appointed  an  instructor  in  the 
Business  Education  Department.  After  re- 
ceiving his  bachelor  of  Arts  degree  at  Le- 
noir Rhyne  College  the  local  instructor  at- 
tended the  University  of  South  Carolina, 
where  he  was  awarded  his  master's  degree. 

William  D.  Crapps  of  Leesville,  South 
Carolina,  was  appointed  to  the  Economics 
Department  to  replace  Professor  Russell 
Brown  who  has  been  granted  a  leave  of 
absence  to  complete  studies  for  the  doctor- 
ate at  the  University  of  Chicago.  Profes- 
sor Crapps  was  awarded  both  his  bachelor 
of  science  and  master  of  science  degrees  at 
Clemson  College  in  1947  and  1952  respec- 
tively. 

Mac  Erwin,  former  Davidson  Football 
star,  was  appointed  assistant  football  and 
head  baseball  coach  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  re- 
placing Troy  Washam  who  recently  re- 
signed the  position.  Mr.  Erwin  a  Green- 
ville, South  Carolina  native,  in  addition  to 
his  coaching  duties  is  teaching  several 
classes  in  physical  education.

Santa's  pack  will  be  bulging,  and  needy, 
underpriviledged  children  in  this  area  are 
going  to  have  a  Merry  Christmas  because 
of  the  humane  project  undertaken  by  the 
students  of  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

Beginning  shortly  after  homecoming 
weekend,  the  student  body  sponsored 
workshop  in  the  first  large  scale  operation 
of  this  nature  ever  to  be  undertaken  in 
this  area,  and  the  Toy  Workshop  has  been 
the  focal  point  for  all  such  endeavors  in 
this  section  for  the  coming  Yule-tide  sea- 
son. 

The  function  of  the  workshop  is  just 
what  the  name  implies — to  repair  and  re- 
paint used  toys.  Students  are  contribut- 
ing part  of  their  spare  time  to  repair  and 
repaint  old  toys,  to  design  and  make  doll 
clothes,  and  to  be  "Santa's  helpers  in  gen- 
eral." 


Materials  for  the  project  were  contri- 
buted by  Hickory  merchants  and  other  in- 
terested citizens  who  have  recognized  the 
worthiness  of  such  an  undertaking.  A 
committee  of  students  were  appointed  by 
the  president  of  the  student  body  to  work 
out  the  final  details  for  the  Toy  Work- 
shop. 

The  climax  of  the  Toy  Workshop  project 
was  a  Christmas  Rally,  which  was  called 
the  Toy  Rally.  At  that  time,  the  toys  were 
turned  over  to  the  Welfare  Department  of 
Catawba  County  for  distribution  to  the 
needy  and  underprivileged  children. 

The  Toy  Workshop  reflected  the  spirit  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  as  a  Christian  college,  and 
the  success  of  the  workshop  shows 
that  the  spirit  of  the  students  are  in  keep- 
ing with  the  criteria  of  the  college.
